Merritt Calls For 
OCD Retrial By 
Board Of Justice 


Bob Merritt, men’s repre- 
sentative, voiced an opinion 
at Wednesday’s Student Coun- 
cil meeting that the Board of 
Directors is not qualified to 
hear the Omega Chi Delta ap- 
peal of a Board of Justices 
decision. 

The appeal of a judgment of 
last year’s BOJ is scheduled 
to be heard tomuorrow at 3 
p.m. in the Sierra Room. 

Reasons listed by Merritt 
for a re-trial of OCD by the 
justice board are that a rec- 
ord of the proceedings of the 
former trial is not available: 
that the BOD is prejudiced 
toward the case; that there 
is a question of eligibility of 
a member of the former BOJ; 
and that the prosecution was 
absent during some of the 
proceedings of the former 
trial. 

In a prepared statement he 
said “We are so highly prej- 
udiced in this matter that we 
are totally unfit to hear eith- 
er an appeal or a new trial. 
It would seer to me that the 
new Board of Justice would 
be the proper body to receive 
jurisdiction; certainly not the 
Board of Directors.” 

This suggestion that a re- 
trial by the BOJ is the log- 
ical procedure may be form- 
ally moved at Wednesday’s 
meetipg when attorney gen- 
eral Allan Darrah and an 
OCD representative will be 
present.

For Deferment 


Neary all men, including 
those enrolled at Sacramento 
State College, have a military 
Obligation to fulfill. However, 
it is not always necessury to 
fulfill this obligation in the 
middle of a college education. 

There are two types of edu- 
cational deferments. The 
most common is the II-S de- 
ferment. 

Under the IT-S plan, men stu- 
dents who maintain their edu- 
cational plan ar * carry a good 
grade point average can be 
defered until they finish their 
education. 

SS Form 109 Needed 

To get the deferment stu- 
dents should write to the l- 
eal Selective Service Board for 
selective service form 109 or 
obtain the form in the regis- 
trar’s office. The form must 
be filled out and forwarded 
to the board where it will be 
considered. 

Filing the form does not 
guarantee deferment, how- 
ever. All students must have 
completed 15 units in the 
previous two semesters and 
attained a certain standing in 
their class.
